W a s h i n g t o n , February 8.—Speaker 
Carlisle to-day received a letter signed 
John S. Henderson, George D. Wise 
and 8am Randall, of whioh the following 
extracts convey tho significance: 
Dear S i r :—W e regret exceedingly 
th at yon could not see your way clear to 
givo recognition yesterday to some Dem­ 
ocrats to enable them to move to sus­ 
pend the rules, for th e purpose of giv­ 
ing the House an opportunity to con­ 
sider the question of the total rept al of 
the Internal Revenue tux on tobaoco. 
Your 
refusal to 
give 
this 
recog­ 
nition, together with your lotter of 
the 7th instant deserves moro than pass­ 
ing notice, 
If two-thirds of tho ilou^e 
are iu favor nf such repeal, it was a 
gieat responsibility for you to oppose 
such a large majority of the representa­ 
tives of the people. 
Assuming, how­ 
e v e r , fir the sxke of argum ent, th at the 
friends of tho proposition consist of a 
le.-s 
num ber 
than 
two-thirds their 
strength is certainly such th a t they 
ought to have bo.-u perm itted to test the 
seueu 
of 
the 
House 
upon 
the 
question, 
specially 
sinco 
tho 
country 
is 
watching 
with 
intenso interest the action of the House 
in reancct to these m atters, aud the con­ 
stituents of a largo num ber of the mem 
here of the House have been urging 
them to obtain, if possible, considera­ 
tion of this subject. 
W e do not wish to 
ho misunderstood. 
W c earnestly desire 
from a party standpoint th at recognition 
should have been given to some Demo­ 
crat to m ake the motion, but we would 
vote cheerfully for 
the proposition, 
whether m ade by Democrat or Republi­ 
can. 
W c believe th at tho friends of the 
repeal of 
the tobacco

S a n F r a n c is c o , February 8 .—A Bul­ 
letin W ashington special says: 
Friends 
of the sweet wiue bill despair of its 
passage at the present session of Con­ 
gress. 
Its prinoipal opposition comes 
from the Distillers’ Association. 
They 
claim that the bill makes an unjust dis­ 
crimination against the Eastern wiue- 
maker*, who desire to use corn spirits to 
fortify their wines. Distiller* claim that 
ono spirit, after beiug refined and neu­ 
tralized, is the same as any other spirit 
for fortifying purposes, aud that wine­ 
makers of 
Ohio, Virginia end other 
Eastern States should have the same 
privileges m relation to fortification ns 
Californians. Dr. Rush, the agtnt of the 
Distillers’ Association, says the distillers 
sell 2000 barrels of spirits annually to 
the winemakers of Ohio alono. 
These 
men wield au influence upon legislation 
that is difficult to overcome.

T f e e P r s p a i f d N e w C h a r t e r . 
The Assembly bill introduced by 
Mr. Knox is the draft of a general 
law to govern cities of the second 
class, having a population of more 
than thirty thousand and not exceed- 
ng one hundred thousand. If this 
bill should become a law, and I he 
people of Los Angelos should elect 
to come under its provisions, our city 
would thereafter be governed by it. 
We adm it th at there are some of its 
features th a t strike us as wise, and 
th at would help uc out of some of the 
difficulties we now experience under 
our present charter. 
Perhaps the 
moet im portant of these is tbo sec­ 
tion w hich limits the contraction of 
an indebtedness by the city during 
any year to the am ount of the income 
and revenue provided for such year; 
and the provision in section 317, 
w hich loosens the rigidity of this 
lim itation by authorizing the city to 
incur indebtedness 
exceeding the 
revenuo by submitting the proposi­ 
tion of issuing bonds to a vole of the 
people. In a city like I.os Angeles, 
which is growing rapidly in size and 
developing the need of great and ex­ 
pensive public improvements in or­ 
der to keep pace with the march of 
its onward progress, there should be 
a practical wny by which the munici­ 
pality could raise the money neces­ 
sary to m eet the cost of these neces­ 
sary im provem ents. 
B ut the ques­ 
tion also arises would thiB important 
measure of relief justify us in incur­ 
ring the peculiar risks we might he 
called upon to run by adopting u 
law which would take the place of 
our present charter, and which would 
he subject to am endment by each re- 
recurring I^egislatu e. 
If Mr. Knox's 
bill, or any bill passed upon the clas­ 
sification 
principle, should become 
th e governing law of the municipality 
of Los Angele*, then we would be 
tied to all the cities in the State of the 
sam e class. JusV now Oakland and 
Sacram ento 
would constitute 
the 
other cities of the second class. Are 
our interests and our wants so iden­ 
tical with these two cities that any 
future am endm ents required by them 
would also be required by us? On 
the other hand, is not our city radi­ 
cally antagonized by at least one of 
these cities in regard to the great 
question of irrigation? The people 
of Hacrsmento believe in riparian 
rights. The riparian principle, if it 
ever should be injected into the law 
governing our city, might work the 
m ost dam aging results to us. Oak­ 
land would very likely join with Sac­ 
ramento in tinkering the law, and we 
m ight wake up some fine morning to 
find that cities of the second class 
had been 
effectually riparianized, 
and th at the ranches on the up|*er 
banks of the Los Angeles river j»oa- 
aessed the power to prevent us from 
appropriating the waters of the stream 
which now m akes glad the vineyards 
and orange groves of our city. W e 
cannot afford to take any chances of a 
municipal liaison which might open 
th e door to any such calamity. 
We 
cannot say precisely how this might 
be brought about. But to show that 
such 
a 
stroke is 
possible, is to 
m ake 
us w aiy of any legislative 
proposition 
th at 
might 
place 
ns 
at 
its 
mercy. 
The incom 
patibility of the interests of our city 
w ith those of Oakland and Sacra­ 
m ento in th is one respect alone is 
sufficient to warn us to keep out of 
any copartnership with them in 
governing law that m ight be changed 
a t any session of the Legislature. 
We w ant relief from the financial 
pressure of our urgent public necessi­ 
ties—we should have the power to 
raise money to m eet th e m ; but we 
cannot afford to obtain this relief at 
th e risk of having our control of the 
water of the Los Angeles river inter­ 
fered with. 
B etter to get along as 
best we can for a couple of years, 
w hen we may have sufficient popula­ 
tion to get into the class with Ban 
francisco, which, under the consti- 
e its own charter, and 
the Legislature can exer- 
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power. 
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M m g th o ! oor position now Is in th e 
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is, and inadequate to our growing 
wants, is ours alone, and cannot t>e 
tinkered with by the Legislature. 
We have the power under it to keep 
pace with our growth if the people 
will only realise that, after all, under 
any circumstances, it is the taxpayers 
themselves who m ust provide the 
m eans to m ake the needed public 
im provem ents. 
The main sewer is 
the only great im provement to he 
m ade that has not to be paid directly 
out of the pockets of the property- 
holders, and we have enough money 
available now to carry that im prove­ 
m ent as far as it ought to be carried. 
The street 
improvements will be 
m ade as rapidly as fronting property- 
holders can be induced to agree to 
m ake them . 
And the private inter­ 
ests of these taxpayers will be apt to 
urge them to such consent when they 
see that their property is likely to be 
injuriously affected by their failure 
to do so. 
For our part we would 
rather trust to the Blow operation of 
our present 
charter than 
fiy 
to 
evils that we know not of by adopt­ 
ing a general plan which m ay bring 
with it calam itous results. 


T he present rain visitation has 
shown unm istakable signs of staying 
powers.

Hence we are now war­ 
ranted in looking forward to an ex­ 
ceptional season of farm ing pros­ 
perity. Nothing but an abnormal 
run of adverse weather can change 
our present magnificent crop pros­ 
pects.

Also Senator Chandler’sjbill 
making repeated contempt of oourt a 
felony, and punishable by a tine of 
$1000, or imprisonment for six mouths, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
After the consideration of these bills the 
committee adjourned. 
The report of the Committee on Mile­ 
a g e , introduced iu the Assembly yester­ 
day, shows that that body has very little 
regard for the public treasury. 
The re­ 
port shows that the cost of the trip to 
the Southern portion of the State will 
oost the modest sum of $2100 for nine­ 
teen members.
